2. Accomplishments

amounting to 450 documents have been received from 
non-routine sources this month. These included news- 
papers from Asiatio USSR and many new titles, "Hie 
continued receipt of which is being arranged.

b. Through the Department of Army arrangements have been 
made for G-2 Section, Far East Command to institute 
colleotion activities of Far Eastern publications for 
FDD exploitation. The effort will be directed toward 
Eastern USSR, Northern Korea and Communist China.

A CIA letter was prepared commending the State Department 
staff both in Washington and in the field for their part in 
successfully implementing the pro ject initiated by the Foreign 
Documents Division in Augus t 1948, for the p rocurement of 
Soviet publications through I I sources.

f* During the month 176 special requests from CIA Offioes 
and the IAC for information concerning existenoe and avail- 
ability of foreign language source material were received 
and answered*
